Bright’s inclusion on the ballot. 
Shoupe tweeted a letter Tues¬ 
day that he addressed to Sachs 
requesting Bright be thrown off 
the ballot, citing Bright’s his¬ 
tory of running as a Democrat 
and support of Nancy Pelosi as 
Speaker of the House. 


Culver said the issue should 
be settled by voters in the 2nd 
Congressional District, where 
Bright is challenging incumbent 
Martha Roby and two other can¬ 
didates in the June 5 primary. 
The district includes Elmore and 
Autauga counties north of Mont¬ 
gomery, sections of Montgom¬ 
ery County and much of south 


and southeastern Alabama. 

“I just think we need to let the 
people decide,” he said. “Com¬ 
mittees and groups picking can¬ 
didates are why people are tired 
of politics. I don’t think a com¬ 
mittee in Birmingham should 
decide an election.”

Infant killed in 2017

An Ozark man facing capi¬ 
tal murders charges for killing 
his infant son must complete 
a mental evaluation before the 
case can go to trial. 

“This is normal procedure for 
someone facing these charges,” 
said Dale County District At¬ 
torney Kirke Adams. “Until this 
evaluation is complete, we are at 
a standstill.” 

Defense attorneys for Jaylin 
Jamal Toles thought the motion 
had been filed previously, but 
the motion was not filed until 
Feb. 7, and was granted by Dale 
County Judge William Filmore 
on Feb. 7, Adams said. 

Toles confessed during an in¬ 
terview with the Ozark Police 
Department in February 2017 
that he did cause harm to the 
baby to get the infant to stop 
crying. Toles told investigators 
he was playing video games on 
his phone until he picked up 
the child and struck the infant’s 
head against the stairs inside the 
apartment. He demonstrated 
the striking by hitting a water 
bottle on the table in front of in¬ 
vestigators. Toles then stated he 
placed the infant in a rocker and 
placed a pacifier in the infant’s 
mouth, and returned to playing 
video games for 30 minutes. He
